TRIUMPH  TULIPS 

For  some  years  past  a few  Dutch  Tulip  growers  have  been  working  with  the  late 
Flowering  Tulips,  and  by  judicious  pollenizing  have  introduced  some  remarkable  new 
hybrids.  At  the  present  time  there  is  a veritable  “Crazy  Tulip  Trade”  going  on  among 
the  Dutch  exporters  to  secure  the  very  limited  stocks  at  present  available. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  offer  some  of  these  to  our  American  friends 
this  year,  but  only  in  “Collection  Form,”  as  the  supply  of  all  the  named  sorts  is  variable 
and  not  nearly  sufficient  to  sell  by  100’s  or  1,000’s  of  a kind. 

These  new  tulips  have  been  named  “TRIUMPH  TULIPS.”  They  are  Darwin  Hybrids, 
having  the  stem  and  stately  stature  of  this  parent  but  the  colors  are  most  unusual,  both 
in  “self”  shades  and  delicate  blendings.  They  bloom  from  two  to  three  weeks  earlier

These  bulbs  are  only  intended  for  indoor  growing  and  have,  both  in  growing  and 
harvesting,  been  submitted  to  a treatment  that  insures  early  ripening,  and  leaves  them 
in  a condition  to  respond  to  intense  forcing  methods  for  early  bloom.

Last  year  (the  first  since  the  American  em- 
bargo on  foreign  grown  bulbs)  we  were 
obliged  to  resort  to  American  grown  bulbs, 
and  we  are  glad  to  say  they  gave  excellent 
results. 

The  most  delightful  and  clean  way  to 
grow  these  is  in  pebbles  and  water,  using 
as  receptacles  the  many  artistic  patterns  of 
bowls  now  obtainable  in  any  china  or  de- 
partment store.  A few  weeks  in  the  dark 
after  potting,  to  develop  root  action,  then 
brought  to  a light,  airy  room,  temperature 
about  60  degrees,  the  white  fragrant  trusses 
will  open  in  about  6 or  7 weeks.

Sowing  Perennial  and  Biennial 
Flower  Seeds 

The  professional  gardener  needs  no  advice  as  to  how  and  when  he  may  sow  Peren- 
nials, but  as  this  catalogue  reaches  many  of  our  amateur  friends  who  need  and  seek  a 
little  helpful  advice,  we  give  these  cultural  notes  to  assist  them. 

Perennial  and  Biennial  seeds  may  be  sown  any  time  from  May  until  July,  and  owing 
to  the  extreme  sun  heat  during  this  season  a shaded  locality  must  be  chosen  for  the 
“seed  bed.”  The  north  side  of  a hedge,  fence,  wall  or  residence  will  do,  in  ground  that 
gets  no  overhead  drip. 

The  “bed”  may  consist  of  pans,  boxes  or  flats,  placed  on  a walk  or  a portion  of  a 
shady  border,  a “used-up”  hot  bed  or  frame.  The  best  soil  is  a rich  sandy  loam  run 
through  a y2- inch  mesh  sieve.  Sow  the  seed  in  rows  4 inches  apart,  covering  the  large 
seed  with  y2- inch  of  soil,  the  smaller  and  dust-like  seeds  being  pressed  into  the  surface 
with  a board,  and  sown  broadcast. 

When  the  plants  have  made  their  second  “true”  leaves  transplant  into  other  flats  or 
beds  from  3 to  4 inches  apart.  By  August  all  should  be  ready  to  plant  out  in  their  per- 
manent positions  in  the  hardy  border.

How  to  Make  a Lawn 

To  produce  a good  lawn  requires  considerable  work;  do  not  make  the  mistake  of 
trying  to  cheapen  the  preparation,  for  nowhere  in  the  garden  is  the  old  axiom  of  “what 
is  worth  doing,  is  worth  doing  well,”  better  illustrated.

Ground  bonemeal,  iy2  tons  to  the  acre,  is  a good  lawn  fertilizer,  furnishing  plant- 
food  over  a long  period;  100  pounds  of  nitrate  of  soda  and  100  pounds  of  dried  blood 
to  the  acre  should  be  applied  at  the  same  time;  these  furnish  nitrogen  for  immediate  use. 
Sheep  manure  at  the  rate  of  1,000  pounds  to  the  acre  may  be  used  instead  of  nitrate  of 
soda  and  dried  blood.  When  only  a small  lawn  is  being  made,  use  20  pounds  of  bonemeal 
to  250  square  feet,  y2  pound  each  of  nitrate  of  soda  and  dried  blood,  or  6 pounds  of  sheep 
manure.  Harrow  and  cross-harrow  until  the  ground  is  thoroughly  pulverized:  the  better 
harrowed  the  ground  is,  the  better  the  grass  will  grow  and  the  more  permanent  the  lawn.
